TREATY  WITH  AMERICA. 

Lord  H.  Petty  rofe  purluant  to  his  notice, 
ove  for  certain  papers  relating  to  the  at- 
on  the  Cheiapeake,  in  addition  to  thofe 
dy  on  their  table.  The  inArudlions  gi- 
ven to  Mr.  Erfkine  on  that  fubjedk,  he  tho't 
ought  to  be  produced,  as  well  as  the  commu- 
nication he  mud  neceffarily  have  made  to  go- 
vernment, explaining  the  motives  tor  his  re- 
cent conduft  ; for,  without  them,  no  judg- 
ment could  be  formed  of  the  degree  in  which 
he  had  violated  his  inftrudlions,  or  indeed  ot 
the  general  conduit  of  the  American  gov. 
ernment.  It  was.,  neccffary  that  the  houfr 
fliould  be  informed  of  the  inftrutlions  given 
to  Mr.  F.rfkne  on  the  fubjedt  of  the  attack 
on  the  Cheiapeake  ; he  would  therefore  make 
that  the  lubjedl  ot  a motion.  If  rhe  right 
honourable  gentleman  oppofite,  from  intor- 
mation  which  he  might  polTrls,  but  which  he 
(lord  H.  Petty)  had  not.  Ihould  date  to  the 
houfe,  that  the  inftrudlions  given  to  that 
gentleman  could  not  be  made  public  without 
detriment  to  the  public  fervice  ; he  would 
not  prels  his  motion,  for  the  prefent  ; but 
the  communication  from  Mr.  Erfkine,  in 
which  he  affigiicd  his  motives  tor  making 
thofe  arrangements  with  America,  which  had 
excited  fo  tnueh  attention,  he  thought  of 
fuch  importance  that  it  ought  to  be  iinmedi- 
ate!  v laid  on  the  table ; the  noble  lord  conclu- 
ded by  moving,  “thatthere  be  laid  before  the 
houfe  a copy  of  the  inftrudlions  given  to  Mr. 
Erfkine  on  the  fubjedl  of  the  attack  on  the 
Cliefapeake,  as  alfo  any  communication  that 
his  majedy’s  minillers  might  be  pofleffed  of 
from  Mr.  Erfkine,  explaining  his  motives  for 
making  the  late  arrangements  with  Ameri- 
ca.” 

Mr.  Canning  thought  that  the  reafons  he 
fhould  give  for  not  concurring  with  the  mo- 
tion, would  be  fatisfadlory  to  the  noble  lord. 
It  had  been  rumoured  abroad  that  Mr.  Er- 
fkine  had  not  departed  from  his  inftrudlions, 
he  thought  it  was  proper  to  prove  to  this 
country,  to  America,  and  to  the  world,  that 
fuch  a report  was  no:  founded  in  fadt.  The 
fadl,  whether  the  arrangements  he  had  made 
were  or  were  not  in  conformity  to  the  in- 
ftrudlions  he  had  received,  was  not  the  point 
in  quedion;  how  far  thofe  arrangements 
might  be  improved,  might  hereafter  be  the 
fubjedl  of  confideration.  The  papers  alrea- 
dy produced  were,  he  thought,  fufficient  to 
fubdantiate  the  fedl  of  Mr.  Erfkine’s  having 
gonu  beyond  his  inftrudlions.  The  proprie- 
ty of  giving  thofe  inflmdlions  might  become 
a political  quedion  ; but  that  the  arrange- 
ments he  had  made  were  unauthorifed  by  the 
inftrudlions  he  had  received,  the  documents 
already  before  them,  he  thought,  completely 
edablilhed.  When  the  intelligence  of  the 
arrangements  entered  into  with  America  fird 
came  over,  not  tranfmitted  by  the  mimder 
to  government,  but  through  the  medium  of 
the  American  papers,  and  by  them  immedi- 
ately laid  before  the  public,  it  only  remained 
for  miniders  to  edablilh  a treaty,  the  conclu- 
fion  of  which  the  inftrudlions  given  by  them 
did  not  autlmrife  ordilavow  it  altogether. — 
It  had  accordingly  been  dated  by  them,  that 
it  was  not  fandlioned  by  the  indrudlions  they 
had  iflued,  but  nothing  had  been  laid  with 
refpecl  to  the  condudl  of  Mr.  Erfkine  that 
could  be  avoided  while  they  did  juliice  to 
thcnifelvrs.  It  had  been  laid,  that  probably 
Mr.  Erfkine  had  received  fome  verbal  affu 
rar.ces  from  the  American  government  which, 
in  his  own  opinion,  might  judify  him  in  con- 
cluding fuch  a treaty.  He  did  not  know 
what  verbal  afTurances  he  might  have  receiv- 
ed ; but  that  verbal  afTurances  fhould  be  ta 
ken  in  a quedion  of  fuch  importance,  he 
thought,  was  more  than  any  government 
could  expedl,  ot  that  any  miniders  would 
ronfent  to.  Of  the  three  points  laid  down 
as  the  price  of  the  repeal  of  our  orders  in 
council,  not  one  had  been  obtained  by  the 
treaty  concluded  by  Mr.  Erlkine.  Even  the 
sine  qua  non  of  our  propolitions  had  not 
been  gained.  With  refpedl  to  England's 
being  left  at  liberty  to  capture  American 
veffels- trading  to  the  ports  of  our  enemies, 
the  accepting  that  as  a conceflion  was  mere* 
ly  courtely  on  cur  part.  Whatever  might 
be  the  laws  of  America  with  refpedl  to  the 
belligerent  powers,  Great  Britain  could  en- 
force her  right  of  capturing  neutral  veffels 
trading  with  her  enemies  when  in  a date  of 
blockade,  and  capture  them  Ihe  would. 

The  inftrudlions  given  to  Mr.  Erfkine, 
with  refpedl  to  the  “ non-intercourfe  and 
non-importation  ads,”  had  two  didind  bran- 
ches. It  was  not  enough  that  thofe  ads 
chafed  to  remain  in  force  againd  England, 
but  it  was  further  to  be  dipulated  that  they 
fhould  remain  in  force  againd  France,  and 
thofe  powers  who  were  under  their  influence. 
It  might  be  faid  that  Great  Britain  was  put 
out  from  the  number  of  thofe  to  whom  thofe 
ads  were  to  extend,  while  France  remained 
one  of  them.  But  it  fhould  be  remembered, 
,he  *•  non-intercourfe  and  non-importation 
adls,’’  were  but  a temporary  meafure.  They 
were  to  expire  on  the  20th  May.  Thiough 
the  treaty,  therefore,  concluded  by  Mr. 
Erfkine  we  might  be  made  to  pay  for  the  re- 
peal of  it,  by  recalling  our  orders  in  coun- 
cil, while  France  would  enjoy  the  advanta- 
ges refulting  from  it  for  nothing  at  all.  It 
was  therefore  neceffary  that  fome  pledge 
fhould  be  given  that  thofe  ads  would  be  re- 
newed, and  tontinufd  in  force  againd  France, 
otherwise,  while  we  paid  all  the  expenfe,  our 
enemies  might  reap  half  the  benefit.  For 
America,  by  the  treaty  concluded,  was  not 
hound  to  continue  thofe  ads  againd  France, 
and  perhaps  at  the  prefent  time  her  ports 
were  as  open  to  the  French  as  to  the  Eng- 
ilfli.  Was  it  to  he  fuppofed  his  majefly's 
miniders  could  agree  to  withdraw  thole  re- 
taliatory meafures  which  they  had  been  com- 
pelled to  adopt  againd  France  with  refpcR 
to  America,  leaving  her  ports  alike  open  to 
both  the  belligerent  powers  ?

IMPERIAL  DKCRF.E.

Napoleon,  emperor  of  the  French,  king 
of  Italy,  Proteflor  of  tile  Confederation  of 
the  Rhine.

— Our  minider  of  finances  istlirec- 
trd  to  lee  the  prefent  decree  put  in  execu- 
tion. 

(Signed)  NAPOLEON. 

P his  imperial  prohibitory  decree  of  the 
16ih  September  lad,  now  repealed  by  the* 
hove  decree,  prevented  the  importation  of 
colonial  produce  into  France  from  Holland. 
But  new  and  fevere  decrees  againd  Ameri- 
Chfi  Commerce  are  daily  expedted  by  the  mei- 
chants  in  Holland.]

O'* 
he  dav  fucceeding  the  trial,  Wardle,  ,n  an 
ad.lrefs  *•  To  the  public  of  the  United  King* 
do  n,”  declared,  that  the  verdidl  was  obt  in- 
d bv  “ pe  jury  alone,"  and  while  he  pledged 
himfelf  to  prove  it  by  a cotirfe  of  l*w*  be 
aegged  the  public  would  fufpend  their  judge* 
ment.

in  the  fortune,  the  fame,  or  the  power,  upon 
which  the  fupreme  affections  are  placed,  with 
the  fretful  lie  f,  of  envy  ; that  evil  pa(Tions 
cannot,  even  in  the  fmootheft  fituations  in 
which  human  life  can  lay  them,  find  a fecyrr 
afylom  from  the  roughnefs  lhat  irritate  and 
torment  them  ; that  confcience,  even  when 
mod  fuccefstully  muffled,  mull,  at  moments, 
recover  her  voice,  remonftrate  with  all  her 
authority,  and  reprove  with  all  her  thunder, 
fo  as  to  ttiltu  b the  repofe  of  the  moll  tran- 
quil, and  embitter  the  rewaid  of  the  mud 
fucccLful  guilt.

Ho  “ looketh  upon  their  outward 
appearance,”  and  is  impofed  upon  by  their 
plaufible  furfaces.  He  millakes  heigh:  of 
Ration  for  fuperiority  to  care  ; affluence  of 
pofTeflion  for  full ne fs  of  joy  ; the  arm  of 
power  for  capacity  to  execute  whatever  in 
•lination  can  prompt.  He  has  no  idea  of 
the  indigence  which  it  is  poflible  for  the 
great  to  experience. — He  has  heard  of  the 
toils  of  virtue  to  obtain  her  ferious  and  fu- 
bjime  ends,  but  not  of  the  toils  of  voluptu- 
oufnefs  to  invent  fome  new  pleafure,  when 
the  world  of  it  has  been  exhaullcd  by  excefs. 
He  has  heard  of  the  figh  of  forrow,  of  the 
figh  of  fympathy,  of  the  figh  of  penitence, 
but  never  of  the  llgh  of  (loth.  He  has 
been  told  of  the  weight  of  calamity  but  not 
of  the  weight  of  time.  He  has  often  been 
informed  of  tile  wants  of  mankind,  but  ha* 
never  been  led  to  number  among  them  the 
• want  of  fome thing  to  do  ; a want  as  legi- 
^bly  infcribid  in  many  a melancholy  counte- 
nance, and  as  painful  to  nature,  as  any  oth- 
er neceflity.  He  has  feen  Ithe  fenfualtfl  at 
the  b iuqoeting  board,  but  never  in  the  flat 
intervals  ihat  (Vparate  thefcafonsof  anima- 
ted entertainments.  The  long  of  his  mirth, 

; the  roar  of  his  riot,  have  reached  his  c.r, 
but  not  ihe  groans  of  his  folituae,  but  not 
the  la  nentations  of  his  lifllefs  hour.  He 
has  beheld  the  fire  of  his  kindled  look,  in 
his  excited  moment,  hut  he  has  not  wicnef- 
fed  the  dun  eye,  and  the  d:ad  dejedbon  of 
his  aching  head.
